You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Lyndeborough on Tuesday, the 12th day of 
March, next at 3:30 in the afternoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. Polls open from 38:30 P.M. until 7:30 
P.M. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray town charges for the ensuing year 
and make appropriations of the same. Namely: Town 
officers’ salaries, Town officers’ expenses, Election and 
registration expenses, Expenses of town hall and other 
buildings, Police department, Fire department, Health 
department, Vital Statistics, Insurance, Town mainten- 
ance of highways and bridges, Street lighting, General 
expenses of the highway department, Town Road Aid, 
Libraries, Town welfare, Old age assistance, Memorial 
Day, Parks and playgrounds, Cemeteries, Interest on 
temporary and long term loans, Payments on notes in 
anticipation of taxes, Long term notes and County 
taxes. 


38. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and the Town Treasurer to borrow sums 
of money in anticipation of the collection of taxes for 
the current municipal year. 
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4. To hear reports of all committees or take any 
vote relative thereto. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $158.04 (six cents per $1,000 of 
the town’s equalized valuation) to the Monadnock 
Region Association, an agency to advertise, promote, 
and preserve the natural advantages and resources of 
the town in cooperation with the other 37 towns of 
the Monadnock Region.

Preventing Forest Fires Is Our Responsibility 


Costs of suppressing carelessly set outdoor fires in 
New Hampshire in 1962 cost the persons responsible 
$5,545, In the same period, the cost to the cities and 
towns for control of such fires for which no responsi- 
bility could be placed cost another $24,634. What 
utter waste of tax money and what shameful and need- 
less loss of timber and esthetic values in the 2200 acres 
burned. Residences, farms, and other business places 
were threatened with possible total destruction. 

Carelessly set man caused fires can be prevented 
if every citizen remembers his responsibility in regard 
to any source of fires in the open. We can help to 
keep our fire loss low by remembering these simple 
rules. 

1. Dispose of burnable waste at the town dump. 

2. If waste or brush is to be burned on the prem- 
ises, obtain a permit from the forest fire warden. Sea- 
sonal permits may be issued for approved incinerators 
and sites. 

3. Burn safely by picking a clean site, avoiding 
dry windy weather and preferably burning late in the 
day. 

4, Have something to keep the fire under control — 
pails of water, garden hose, sprinkling can, broom for 
grass fires or shovel will help. 

5. Be sure your fire is dead out before you leave it. 
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6. If the fire gets out of control or if you see a fire 
out of control, report promptly to your warden or fire 
department. Continue to fight it until help arrives. 

There is potential danger when matches fall into 
the hands of children. It is never too early for parents 
to instill in the child’s mind a respect for fire. 

Keep our town safe from fire.

the school board to certify to the selectmen the bal- 
ance between the estimated revenue and the appropri- 
ation which balance is to be raised by taxes by the 
town. 
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9. To see if the District will vote to authorize 
the School Board to enter into a long term exclusive 
contract, not to exceed twenty years, with the Wilton 
School District for Junior and Senior High School 
tuition pupils, except those living in North Lyndebor- 
ough and those attending other Junior or Senior High 
Schools, beginning with the school year 1963-64. The 
basis for the tuition charge would be Wilton’s esti- 
mated average per pupil cost based on the year pre- 
ceding the year of operation, plus a capital outlay 
assessment within the framework of the State Laws 
of New Hampshire, namely R.S.A. 194:27, or take any 
action relating thereto. 


10. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT 


To the School Board and citizens of Lyndeborough 
I respectfully submit my fifth annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Staff and Instruction 

There were no basic changes in the teaching per- 
sonnel of the school in September of 1962 and, there- 
fore, some assurance is given of the continuation of 
a good school program. Mrs. Pauline Brown did not 
continue serving as an assisting teacher and therefore 
in the early fall a teacher's aide, Mrs. Ronald Tuttle 
of Wilton, was hired to assist primarily in the first and 
second grade room. During the several years in which 
Lyndeborough has had an assistant, this is the first year 
in which it has been impossible to obtain a person 
with a background in teaching. This has meant that 
the person assisting the teachers in the school has been 
more limited in the activities participated in than has 
been the case in the past. 

Mrs. Alice Smith found it necessary in late Oc- 
tober to need an operation and was replaced tem- 
porarily until the first of the current year by Mrs. 
Pauline Brown of Lyndeborough and Mrs. Rowena 
Bryan of Wilton. ! 

Two areas of instruction are being given consider- 
able emphasis this year. The first of these area is one 
dealing basically with the reading program. Most of 
towns of the Union are working with this highly pho- 
netic system of reading called the Spalding Method. 
This system is being taught in grades one through six. 
The Spalding plan calls for the sounding of words by 
the sounds given to various letters and combination 
of letters in the English language. The system re- 
quires that the children learn all the ways in which 
the common sounds of the English language can be 
spelled. The children learn these spellings and the 
sounds, and then spell words using the sound spellings 
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and the rules for using the spellings. Finally, this plan 
requires that the words be written as they are sounded 
and spelled, adding a third phase, writing, to the over- 
all program. It is definitely felt that the incorporation 
of this system into the school program will result in a 
much better reading, writing and spelling ability on 
the part of the children. 

Parents of first grade children must understand that 
before the children can read in this grade, they spend 
a lot of time learning the spelling of English language 
sounds. This means that they would not be so advanced 
in their reading during the first half of the year as 
they might with the traditional type of reading pro- 
gram. However, it is fully expected that by the end 
of the first year and each year thereafter, they will be 
reading at a higher level, with more understanding and 
word solving skills, than they would under the tradi- 
tional reading system. 

The second area of instruction being emphasized 
this year is in the field of mathematics. The books 
which are being used in the first and second grade 
serve as a guide for the teacher in providing a more 
modern approach to the entire subject of mathematics. 
This program will eventually be expanded to all grade 
levels. During the coming year it is expected that most 
publishing companies will have material available at 
the third and fourth grade level. The purpose of the 
modern math program is to tie together mathematics 
from grades one through twelve. This means that at 
the lower grade level basic mathematical concepts 
which are within the ability of youngsters in these 
grades, will be presented in a simple fashion. As this 
is continued through each grade level, ultimately, many 
of the basic concepts which were once introduced at 
the high school level will have already become a part 
of the high school youngsters’ background upon en- 
trance. This means that it will be possible to spend 
less time developing concepts in the more traditional 
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type of high school mathematics and enable children 
to prepare more adequately for college mathematics. 
This also means that non-college students, who usually 
have not spent a great deal of time in the mathematics 
area, will be better prepared in basic mathematical 
concepts, which will more suitably prepare them for 
the kind of mathematical world in which they are 
going to live. 


Building and Grounds 

Lyndeborough has never operated under a planned 
program for painting the school! plant. This means that 
several of the rooms of the school do not look as well 
as they should. During the coming year money has 
been provided to paint one of the classrooms complete- 
ly. It is hoped that each year hereafter some money 
will be set aside to take care of this need. 

Due to the condition of the playground there are 
certain times of year when it becomes almost im- 
possible to keep the plant in a satisfactory state of 
cleanliness. Mud, dirt, grime and sand are tracked into 
the building in excess amounts. The school custodian 
has done an excellent job with the materials and facili- 
ties available to keep down the amount of this dirt and 
grime in the building. In spite of this, however, much 
sand and grit is tracked into the building rendering 
efforts to keep wax on the tile impossible, and un- 
doubtedly injuring the surface of the tile floors to a 
considerable degree. The Board has considered vari- 
ous ways of combatting this problem — one by means 
of long rubber mats at entranceways and secondly by 
means of a wet-dry vacuum cleaner which can quickly 
pick up dirt and grime, as well as be useful in the 
proper maintenance of floors. It has been decided to 
purchase a wet-dry vacuum cleaner for the school to 
see if thereby the floor condition in the school can 
be markedly improved. It may well be that in another 
year it will be deemed advisable to purchase floor 
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mats to further limit the tracking of dirt into the 
building. 

The playground area of the school is the only large 
play facility for children within the center of town. 
As such it receives, as perhaps it should, an unusual 
amount of play traffic. This concentration of play, es- 
pecially baseball and softball, has made the backstop 
ineffective. The backstop, locally installed, must be 
repaired or taken down. Money has been provided 
within the school budget to properly re-fence the back- 
stop area so that it can bear the traffic which it is 
being asked to support. It seems that citizens of the 
town should, through their various organizations, con- 
sider the possibility of further development of the 
school playground area into a play area that can be 
more fully used by children of the town during the 
greater part of the year. A basketball court and pro- 
vision for skating are worth considering. 


Special Articles 

One of the special articles of the Warrant asks for 
approval for the School Board to enter into a long 
term tuition contract with the Wilton School District. 
This long term contract is in the interest of the citizens 
and children of Lyndeborough. In addition, it al- 
lows Wilton folks to think more assuredly when any 
expansion is considered. Approval of this article will 
insure that as long as Wilton has a high school or for 
the next twenty years, Lyndeborough will have a place 
where high school children may receive an education. 
With the increasing costs of school construction many 
tuition sending towns have found that receiving com- 
munities have not wanted to enter a building program to 
house tuition students and sometimes, therefore, have 
not wanted to continue to accept tuition students. Ap- 
proval of this article means that some children will not 
have the freedom to attend the school of their choice 
which is the original intent of the law. However, in the 
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interest of all of the children of the town it seems ad- 
visable that this article be passed. It will be noted 
that the article allows those already in other schools 
to continue their education at those schools and also 
does not include consideration of North Lyndeborough 
children who geographically would not find it realistic 
to attend the Wilton school. 


Finance 

There are several areas of increase in the proposed 
1963-64 budget. Under Teachers’ Salaries an increase 
of about $800 is shown. This is due to additional money 
being provided for an assisting teacher and some also 
to provide for an increase for the teachers on the staff. 
It is interesting to note that the average teacher’s sal- 
ary in Lyndeborough is still approximately $600 less 
than the average classroom teacher’s salary in the State 
of New Hampshire. How long can we honestly expect 
to continue to provide good education for children 
under this unfavorable salary picture? 

Another area of considerable increase is under the 
item Maintenance of Plant. As has been noted, money 
has been provided for the painting of a room and the 
repairing of the school backstop. 

Under the No. 1267 series, the increase there ac- 
counts for the purchasing of a wet-dry vac for a more 
satisfactory cleaning of the school plant. 

The primary area of increase is, as in the past, in 
the area of Tuitions where an increase of approximately 
$5400 is shown. Practically all of this increase is due 
to additional numbers of children attending high school 
since the tuition cost per pupil remains about the same 
as that which exists this year. At the elementary school 
level not only are additional youngsters anticipated 
but the cost per pupil for tuition has increased $20 to 
$295 per pupil. 

The total amount needed to meet the Schcol Board's 
Budget is $69,552.54, an increase of $7,948.79 over the 
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amount which was raised for the present budget. Due 
to a decrease of about $2,000 in estimated income of 
the district the total assessment required to meet the 
School Board’s Budget is $62,462.54, an increase of 
almost $10,000 over the assessment for the present 
school budget. 


The Future 

It is appreciated that the increase in assessment for 
the operation of schools during the coming year over 
the present year’s operation is a considerable burden 
to the citizens of the town. All citizens, however, 
should be aware of the fact that even this increase is 
not sufficient for the proper quality education of chil- 
dren. The pupil load per teacher in Lyndeborough is 
certainly higher than satisfactory, especially when one 
considers the fact that there are two grades in each 
of the rooms, and that these youngsters include those 
from the lowest capabilities to the highest capabilities 
in each grade. The pupil load per teacher should be 
decreased by at least twenty-five per cent in order for 
the teachers to have some feeling of meeting the needs 
of all the children. This can only be accomplished by 
the hiring of an additional teacher and the renovation 
of the large room area into separate classrooms. Even 
though action in this respect has been postponed for 
the coming year. it cannot long be further postponed. 
The quality of education thus being provided is mea- 
suredly reduced. 

If the rate of pupil growth in grades one through 
six in the Central School continues in the next fifteen 
years as it has in the past, it can be expected that in 
1977 there will be approximately 159 children in grades 
one through six, or approximately 27 pupils per grade. 
This would mean the addition of two rooms to the 
present school plant. This may appear to be a little 
unrealistic today, however how unrealistic would the 
present enrollment of 105 have appeared in 1947 when 
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there were but 53 pupils in Central School, or the 
schools which make up the present Central School. In 
1952 the enrollment was 70; in 1957 - 91; and 1962 - 105. 
An extension of these figures into the future indicates 
that in five years the enrollment will be 120, in ten 
years 140 and in fifteen years 159. The current census 
figures show high school tuitions to be regularly in- 
creasing. It is felt that Lyndeborough can look for- 
ward to a continuing increase in these tuition costs at 
the junior and senior high school level, in addition to 
the increased costs for the provision of proper educa- 
tion at the elementary level. It may not be pleasant 
to consider these facts, but estimates of the past have 
supported their accuracy. The Superintendent's re- 
port of 1958 on page 71 states: “If estimates are made 
as to tuition costs in 1963-64 it might be expected that 
Lyndeborough will be paying as much as $33,000 for 
Junior-Senior High School education.” The budget 
shows this to have been accurate. 


Conclusion 

I want to thank the Lyndeborough School Board 
and the citizens of the town for their helpfulness and 
cooperation in making possible within the circum- 
stances the best possible education for the children of 
the community. The staff of the school, it is felt, is 
due for special thanks for the unusual effort which they 
have made to provide good education for children. 
The load which they are carrying, and their efforts to 
none-the-less properly educate the children is appre- 
ciated. The spirit of cooperation between all parties 
is making educational progress possible.
